Good bright Number 1 peanuts 
today on the market are worth 
90c in Comanche. The hay has 
been selling around $15.00 per 
ton. This is a nice price for both 
the peanuts and the hay. How­ 
ever, the early rains have rotted 
and ruined thousands of bushels 
of peanuts in Comanche County. 
These peanuts were not pro­ 
perly cared for or they could 
have all been saved.. Instead of 
piling them out in small piles or 
wind rows, by all means, shock 
your peanuts with the nuts to the 
center, better around a stick about 
3 inches in diam eter. 4 feet long, 
and drive it into the ground 1 
foot making your peanut shocks 
3 feet high. This stick will let 
the air into where the peanuts 
are, and your peanuts, shocked 
in th at way capped with several 
bunches of peanut vines, will dry 
out and keep perfectly. You are 
taking no chances whatever on 
having your crop partially or to- I 
tally destroyed 
The experience just had by so 
m any following the old way of 
taking care 
of 
these 
p e a n u ts; 
should be a lesson to us all. 
The early 
peanuts 
are 
now i 
sprouting in the 
ground 
and 
should be taken up as quickly a s ; 
possible. The later ones are not 
yet ready to take up and should 
be left alone until they are ma- j 
tured. but when they are taken 
up treat them as above outlined, j 
In this way. you do not have to 
thresh t hem too green in order { 
to keep from losing your crop and 
gives threshers 
more 
time 
to 
thresh. It preserves hay as well 
as peanuts and m akes them ready 
for the m arket when threshed. 
i w ant to urge all peanut far­ 
mers to shock their peanuts. It 
will only cost you from $1 00 to 
$1 50 per acre, while the old way 
will cost Irom 50c 
to 75c per 
acre. It is only a business pro- 
position for you to take this much 
precaution as it is an insurance | grounds

rent. Covering the same period,

the 
same. 
The 
num ber of 
horses decrea.si-d 
10 
per cent and the num ber of mules 
decreased 22 per cent, 
On Ja n u a ry 1, 1935, there were 
2.878 farm s operated in C om an­ 
che County. Of there 1,154 were 
operated by owners. 273 by part 
owners. 1.441 by tenants, and the 
rem ainder were operated by m a n a ­ 
gers and 
“share-croppers” 
1935 
showed an increase of 110 farms 
operated, and an increase of 143 
In farm ownership. 
On 
April 
1, 
1930. 
Com anche 
County farm s were 
valued 
at 
$1 ? 050,810. On Ja n u a ry l 
1935, 
they were valued at $7.192,044 
a
